His campaign managers wil 
derive considerable stimulus from the 
clear-cut victory, in Ohio and Massa 
chusetts and it will tend to squelch 
the talk that "Hoover has been stop- 
ped." The opposition camp will make

State Government Costs 


Reach High Peak In 1927

Washington, D. C.—Cost of running 


the general departments of state gov- 
ernment in Wisconsin reached its high- 
est peak for tho fiscal year ending 
June 30 last when it ascended to ?10.71 
per capita, the Department of Com- 
merce Thursday announced. 


The year represented seven months 


of the Blaine administration and five 
months of the Zimmerman administra- 
tion, but the expenditures were made 
under authorizations of the Blaine 
administration. The total costs for op- 
eration and maintenance of the general 
departments of Wisconsin state gov- 
ernment for the year was $31,070,324, 
This includes 
$5,562,672, 
apportion- 


ments for education to the minor civil 
divisions of the state. In 1926 the com- 
parative per capita for operation and 
maintenance of general departments 
was $9.SG, and in 1918, $0.04. The pay- 
ments for interest 
on debt in 1927 


amounted to $123,459; and outlays for 
permanent improvements, $13,656.704. 
The total payments, therefore, for op- 
eration and maintenance of general 
dpartments, for interest and outlays 


The totals include 
the year, whether 


were $44,850.4$". 
all payments for 
made from current revenues or from \ 
the proceeds of bond issus. 


Of the so\ ernmental costs reported 


abov, J15.S10.474 
was for highways, 


$4,444,044 being for maintenance and 
$11,366,430 for construction. 


The total revenue receipts were $46,- 


428,378, or $16.00 per capita. This was 
$15,284,590 more than the total pay- 
ments of tho year, exclusive of the 
payments for permanent 
improve- 


ments, and $1,577,SS8 more than the 
total payments including those for per- 
manent improvements. This excess 
of revenue receipts is reflected in re- 
duction of debt, and in purchase of in- 
vestments not shown in this summary. 
Property and special taxes represented 
28.8 per cent of the total revenue for 
1927, 41.5 percent for 1926, and 62.5 per 
cent for 3 918.

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FIGHTING PROHIBITION 


For at least seventy-five years prior 


to the adoption of the prohibition am^nd- 
ment to the federal constitution there was 
a constant public agitation concerning it. 
The adoption of the amendment has not 
settled the matter. The situation remains 
unaltered excepting that the ins are out 
and the outs are now in. 


The Association against the Prohibi- 


tion Amendment has just made public 
the personnel of its directing board. Ap- 
parently it is getting ready for battle. It 
certainly has fortified itself with respect- 
ability. 
The men who have lent their 


names to its purpose are among the most 
prominent in the countiy. The board now 
includes the president of one of the larg- 
est insurance companies, the president of 
one of the greatest railroad systems, the 
president of one of the public univer- 
sities; and in addition, financiers, journ- 
alists, industrialists; all men known too 
for their own well-regulated lives. Some 
of these men are recognized as having 
once been favorable to prohibition. With 
suph a personnel it is quite likely that the 
fight against the prohibition amendmcnf 
will be waged both intelligently and in- 
tensely. 


In a general statement the Association 


states that it is opposed to prohibition be- 
cause it is "the intrusion into our consti- 
tution 
of an intimate and 
unrea- 


sonable restraint over our 
personal 


habits," but such reason is not meritori- 
ous. 
Laws have a perfect right to 


intrude themselves into even intimate 
affairs if they represent the will ,of 
the 


propef majority and be for the good of 
the land. 


The Association then states as its sec- 


ond reason "that federal prohibition docs 
not work. It never did and it never will." 
Neither is there any merit in such ad- 
vanced reason. 
That laws arc A'iolated, 


that sometimes the guilty go free, is 
hardly a reason for their repeal. 


Then the Association gives as its third 


reason that a blanket prohibition amend- 
ment should never have been put in the 
federal constitution and that each state 
should be permitted to "install such a 
method of controlled and restricted dis- 
tribution" as to that state seems reason- 
able and in conformity to the wishes of its 
people. 
And this reason must be recog- 


nized as sound. 


If the prohibition amendment 
to the 


federal constitution,—and every other 
amendment proposed to that document,— 
were weighed by the proper fundamen- 
tals, there is little escape from the con- 
clusion that it was a , violent departure 
from the government that was conceived 
and set in motion in 1789. This becomes 
the more apparent when the amendment 
is judged in the reflected light of ten 
years 
experience which has 
developed 


apparently a strong support for it in some 
states and as strong opposition in others. 
Had the prohibition amendment given to 
the states the power of regulation or pro- 
hibition of alcoholic beverages and forti- 
fied the grant of that power with federal 
protection after its exercise by any of the 
states, it would have been in keeping not 
only with the original spirit but with the 
practical plan of government which was 
adopted 
when this government 
was 


formed and which with the growth and 
extent of the government becomes all the 
more necessary and apparent. 


The practical proposition which 
the 


country faces in regard to prohibition is 
to get a decision on the matter. Before 
the adoption of the 
prohibition amend- 


ment and while its sponsors were urging 
and pushing it at every opportunity its 
principal opponents, the so-called liquor 
interests, were using every device and 
pretext to prevent it from 
coming to a 


hearing and determinatipn. They employ- 
ed extreme methods, without conscience 
or fairness. The very methods employed 
raised a prejudice against them of 
no 


mean proportions, a 
feeling that 
was 


probably a material clement in eventually 
defeating them. Much the same situation 


. is now presented with the tables re- 


versed, the Anti-Saloon League now oc- 
cupying the position formerly occupied 
by the liquor interests, and in some 
states, at least, ^employing methods and 
pursuing tactics so unfair and unreason- 
able as to eventually create a fixed preju- 
dice against? it, destroying its 
usefulness 


and defeating even the meritorious posi- 
tions that it may take. 


The public is not blind to these meth- 


ods any more than it was unconscious of 
the same sort of methods once used by 
the liquor interests. 


The Association against the 
Prohibi- 


tion Amendment, judging it from the 
personnel of its directors, is probably 
actuated by what it conceives to be for 
the best interests of the country. It can 
advance but little, however, without a 
definite program.. It can advance as little 
with a mere program 
of repealing 
the 


present prohibition provision. The liquor 
traffic cannot be left up in the air. 
It is 


quite likely that it will seek the repeal of 
the -present provision by supplanting it 
with another. 
It certainly has too much 


intelligence to expect any relief by a mere 
amendment of the Volstead act. That sort 
of a gimcrack is for a politician like 
Elaine. The Association against the Pro- 
hibition Amendment will not 
seek to 


muddle or confuse the issue in the minds 
of the people. It is not in politics.

saying, 


"cleanliness is next to Godliness," gets 
added confirmation every day. 


Dr. J. L. -Rice, health commissioner of 


New Haven, Conn., has written an article 
for the Cleanliness Journal in which he 
points out that plain, ordinary cleanli- 
ness is more effective in dealing with con- 
tagious diseases than all the fumigation 
in the world. Fumigation is still used, he 
says, not because health officers think it 
necessary, but because the public insists 
on it. 


It is better, in his 
belief, to depend 


simply on thorough cleanliness. The old 
saying is a good one. The average dis- 
ease germ may 
dislike formaldehyde, 


but he detests soap and vuttcr and fresh 
air and sunlight, too.

ous disease .What are these essentials? AVithou 
attempting: to name them in the order of tliHr im 
portancc they are freedom from anxiety, hun.-,h>ne 
good medical care, wholesome food served in daint 
and appetizing ways, judicious medication to mee 
individual requirements, rest, fresh air, assuranc 
in the natural tendency toward recovery cautiou 
exercise in carefully prescribed doses when this be 
comes advisable. 


From the patient's point of view probably th, 


main essential is missins from this list. Climate 
however, has no place in the list, for it is certainl 
not an essential for winning the battle. 


From the doctor's point of view the first essen 
tial is rest. 


This word conveys one meaning to the layman 


another to the tuberculosis patient, and still an 
other meaning to the physician. We might fair!} 
say that the term rest conveys even a fourth mean 
ing- to the physician who has special knowledg 
gained from special experience in the treatment o 
tuberculosis. 


Many a sanguine patient with early (incipient 


tuberculosis, rashly gambles his prospects on a wile 
rainbow chase. 
Some attempt to plan and i\apc 


battle without medical advice or guidance, or with 
the guidance of some plausible "drug-less" healer 
And some co north, south, east or west to the fat 
off 
"better" climate, with the money saved by 


"keeping away from doctors." 


It 
is hard, discouragingly and often tragically 


hard to make some patients understand that rest in 
bed is essential when they feel perfectly able to be 
about and perhaps even eager for exercise. Par- 
ticularly intractable are the half baked wise ones 
who derive their superficial knowledge from such 
sources as "physical culture" publications and "na- 
ture cure" books. 


In certain cases of tuberculosis mainly or wholly 


limited to one lung, a method of splinting the sick 
lung and giving it absolute rest for a few months 
is used with gratifying results. This is called arti- 
ficial pneurnothorax, that is, injecting air or nitro- 
gen gas into the thorax or pleural cavity to col- 
lapse the lunsr. 


Dr. Gerald B.' Webb introduced a new method of 


giving the effected lung vest by posture. The pa- 
tient lies on the affected side, with a thin pillow 
under the chest. This posture diminishes the ex- 
cursions of the chest wall in breathing (Brief prac- 
tical suggestions to the patient are givtn in "Re- 
covery Record" by Drs. Webb and.Ryder, published 
by Paul B- Hoeber. Inc.. N. Y.) 


Recently Dr. W. A. Gekler and Dr. B. -T. Woigsl 


have reported very favorably on the results from 
following Webb's method. They say "We believe 
that in intensive postural rest as we use it we have, 
a method of treatment of pulmonary phthisis that 
deserves to rank with artificial pneumothorax in 
value and effectiveness."

probably the be.st remedy against foul sweating oC 
the feet, but it is powerful and mu&t bo used with 
caution, lest it prove too irritating. The standard 
solution comes in a strength of approximately '10 
per cent. For the first sponging of the solos .in n 
case in a. child, this standard full strength fomaline 
should be mixed with water, say one tablcspoonful 
(half ounce) of the full strength solution in a half 
pint of water. Keep it. off the fingers and paint or 
sponge the solution on the soles and between the 
toes, and allow it to dry on the feet. One such ap- 
plication each day or each alternate day for a week 
or two, if the skin does not become irritated, will 
usually control the trouble for a considerable per- 
iod.

IN THE CITIES 


In the .studios made during 1927, 


1 1 i)L" the largest cities of the coun- 
try were visited and 250 samples of 
air were obtained. The average of 141 
tests made in city streets at peak 
hours of traffic showed a contamina- 
tion of o.S parts ot carbon monoxide 
pcr 10.000 parts of air. Only 24 per 
cent of all of the samples had more 
than one part of carbon monoxide in 
10,000 of air. Samples taken inside ot 
auto-busses yielded even a lower con- 
centration of carbon monoxide gas. 


Investisrations made by 
the 
New 


York nnd Now Jersey state 
bridge 


and tunnol commission indicate that 
n maximum of four p»rts of carbon 
monoxklo in 10.000 ot air Is permis- 
sible provided the person is not expos- 


ed for a period as long as one hour. 
An equation was developed repres- 
senting the time of exposure in hours 
multiplied by the concentration 
In 


parts of carbon monoxide pcr 'JO,000 
parts of air. If this equation equals 
three, there is no perceptible effect; if 
it equals six, the effect is pust per- 
ceptible; it equals nine, there will be 
headache and nausea, and if it equals 
fifteen, the effect may be exceedingly 
dangerous. 


Thus exposure to four parts carbon 


monoxide in 10,000 ot air for one hour 
would equal four, whereas exposure 
of eight parts of carbon monoxide for 
one hour would equal eight, with bo- 
ginning symtoms, and exposure for 
two hours would equal sixteen with 
danger. 


All the evidence seems to indicate 


that the average person is not in dan- 
ger from automobile exhaust pras on 
city streets, where as the traffic offi- 
cer who is constantly inhaling street 
air containing exhaust gas for Ion? 
periods of time may have some sen- 
ous symptoms. 


IN THE GARAGE 


The danger in garages is constantly, 


serious. The average carbon monoxide 
content was found to be 2.1 parts in 
10,000 Eighteen pcr cent of the sam- 
ples over four parts in 10,000. 


Since employes work in these gar- 


ages as long as four or five hours 
without leaving the building, the con- 
dition demands 
constant 
watchful- 
ness.

$5000 if matched by state appropria- 
tion, and a share of the balance of the 
appropriation allotted on the basis of 
population and granted if matched, 
HIGH MORTALITY RATES 


Prior to the passage of the Shep- 


pard-Towner Act' the United .States 
had a higher baby death rate than 
five other leading countries, and its 
maternal death rate was exceeded on- 
ly by two 
of the 21 cottnitries 
for 


which statistics Were available. In the 
United States birth registration area 
which comprised two-thirds of 
the 


population of the country, 76 babies 
died in 1921 for every 1000 born, and 
the number ^of material deaths was 
6.8 per 1000 live birtha. 


For the period 19^2-1926, figures of 


the Children's Bureau show in gen- 
eral that the ufban arid rural infant 
mortality rates are very similar to 
the total rate and that there was a 
3 per cent decrease in th'e total rate. 
The causes of infant deaths are sum- 
marized in seven general classes of 
which the most important are natal 
and prenatal causes, respiratory dis-

Re- 
spiratory diseases increased 3.6 per

creased 18.9 per cent, and commun- 
icable conditions increased 23.1 per 
cent. Rates for unknown causes de- 
creased 4.2 per cent. 


"The really outstanding feature is 


the decrease in mortality from gas- 
tro-intestinal diseases," says the Bu- 
reau. "An encouraging: aspect of the 
figures was the decrease in the rates 
from unknown and ill defined couses 
This indicates that registration of the 
cause of death and, possibly, diagnos- 
is of infant conditions have improved 
since 1922. The decrease in rates for 
natal and prenatal causes is rather 
slight and it is to be hoped that larg- 
er decreases -will bo evident in the

Captain William 3. Tate mans the 


lighthouse at Comjock. On May 2 bis 
dream of many years is coming true. A 
monument will be unvealed at Cap- 
tain Bill's former home, marking thi 
spot where the Wright brothera be 
gan the assembly of their first experi 
mental glider, which three years lat 
er developed into the first motor-dnv 
en airplane to make a flight. 


"Captain Bill" is the son of a &h:p 


wrecked Scotchman, but to be the son 
of a shipwrecked father is nothing un- 
usual on this frontier of the, Atlantic 
. Here lies a narrow strip of sand dunes 
marshes and flats, a barrier reef of 
protection to the more fertile inland. 
, In 1900 Kitty Hawk was a fishing 
settlement of 300 people, isolatd from 


. the world. The only connection was a 


vessel which made a regular weekly 
trip to Elizabeth City, 50 miles away. 


A letter to Captain Tate's wife, then 
postmistress, lifted Kitty Hawk to a 
place in history. Wilbur Wright wrote 
from Dajton, Ohio, that he and his 
brother were planning scientific flying 
experiments during their vacation m 
September, 1900. and wanted to know 
if Kitty Hawk could meet their re- 
quirements. 


Kitty Hawk was highly endorsed 


by the Tates and the Wright broth- 
ers arrived. They boarded for a while 
with Captain 
Tate.

decked box kite was assembled in the 
fiont yard, Mrs. Tate using her sew- 
ing machine to prepare cloth for the 
wings and later helping sew it on the

The first glider would not fly, with 
the added weight of a man or with 
winds of less than 30 miles velocity. 
When the Wrights left at the end of 
their vacation, they gave the affair to 
Tate. Mrs. Tate cut out the cloth and 
when the Wrights came back in 1901 
they found Lena and Irene, the Tate 
girls, wearing dresses made from the 
sateen. 


"The Wrights often were referred to 
as crazy and I was soon listed In the 
same category," Captain Tate relates. 
"I- remember once, 
someone asked 


WUbur Wright if he actually though 
, he would plan 
a machine 
which 


* would make a flight. Wright picked 
. 
up a cigar box cover and sailed it in 
to the air. 


"As long as that cover maintains 


momentum it flies,' he explained. 'If 
we can give that same momentum to 
a machine, success will be ours.'" 


The 1901 glider ^as larger and 


more successful than that of 1900. In 
1902, 
they made a 
thousand glides 


from tho Kill Devil Hills and finally, 
on Septembr 17, 1908, they'made the 
first flight with a power driven plane. 
Orville was the pilot on the first suc- 
cessful flight. 


"I didn't see them much dunng the 


assembling of the powered machine, 
but they extended me an invitation 
to see them make their trial flight."

tor Henry Baldwin Ward, professor 
of zoology at university of Illinois 
and one of the outstanding' author-

of conservation, 


that the major efforts of the league 
for thec ommg year will be directed 
toward the elimination of stream pol- 
lution. 


Doctor Ward is associate editor of 


Outdoor America and 
for 
several 
years has had charge of the pollution 
campaign conducted 
by the Walton 
Leavte. He has been prominent in 
virtually all phases of conservation 
work, especially from the scientific 
angle. 


The convention at Omaha was con- 


sidered one of the most successful the 
league ahs ever had and \\as attended 
by hundreds of 
delegates from 
all 


parts of the United States. 


The convention went on record as 
endorsing in full the program of the 
league in regard to setting aside a fif- 
teen thousand mile international rec- 
reational area to consist of the super- 
ior forest in Minnesota and the Quet- 
ico preserve in Ontario.

How To Play Bridge 


-By Milton C. Work 


Yesterday's problem: Contract, No 


Trump; South Declarer, North Dum- 
my: the initial lead by West and play 
by East are shown. How should De- 
clarer operate his twenty-six cards? 


When the Six of Clubs is led, De- 


clarer by using the rule of eleven and 
substracting six from eleven will note 
that there are only five Clubs higher 
than the card led not in the hand ot 
the leader. Consequently East has nc 
Club higher than the Six and Decjar- 
er can win the trick by playing the 
Nine from the Dummy, or with the 
eight in Closed Hand. As it does not 
make the slightest difference which 
hand leads to trick 2, Declarer natur- 
ally would play the Five from Dum- 
my and, when East refuses to follow 
suit, will know that West opened a 
six-card suit. 


Declarer can count two Club tricks, 


two Diamond tricks, two Heart tricks 
and three Spade tricks—game: but 
of course he wants more if possible. 


There is nothing on which he can dis- 
card his his Clubs, so he must lose 
two Club tricks and his best scheme 
is to lose them at once because doing 
so will establish his second Club trick 
and force East to make three more 
discards which may prove embarras- 
sing. Declarer is not in the least hur- 
ry about leading his Spades. If he 
can get four Spade tricks now, he al- 
ways can do so; and the information 
obtained from East's discards probab- 
ly will be of great value to him. To 
lead Hearts or Diamonds now merely 
would mean setting up the long cards 
in those suits for East. Consequently 
to trick 2 Declarer should lead the 
Four of Clubs from Closed Hand. He 
presumes that West will win this 
trick with the Queen, and is quite wil- 
ling that West should continue with 
the Ace and then another Club, which 
will establish two long Clubs in 
West's hand. This Club establishment 
will be harmless, however, as Declar- 
er will not let West get another lead; 
he makes his King of Clubs and make 
up other cards because of the discards 
East is forced to make. 


If West, winning trick 2 with the 


Queen of Clubs, should not continue 
Clubs but should lead some other suit, 
that would be perfectly satisfactory 
to Declarer a she can win the trick in 
the Closed Hand, kill a valuable ad- 
verse card and obtain needed informa- 
tion concerning the suit question.
